CONCRETE, STEEL 
USED THROUGHOUT 
NEW STRUCTURE 


It will take an earthquake more 
severe than any ever recorded in 
the earthquake capital of the world 
—Japan—to phase the new Up- 
land elementary school building. 
For the best engineering that is 
known has gone into the construc- 
tion. 

In technical language, the build- 
ing is made to resist a “ten per 
cent lateral thrust’. In addition 
to being earthquake-proof, the 
building is also fire-proof. 

CONCRETE USED 
Walls, floors and roof are made 
of reinforced concrete, and alter- 
{nate interior partitions are also 
reinforced concrete. 

Underneath the four-inch thick 
concrete floors are three inches of 
|gravel, on which is placed Sisol- 
craft paper, to prevent moisture 
from penetrating the floor. Addi- 
tional precaution against moisture 
in the floors is the asphalt emul- 
sion on top of the cement floors 
to form a base for the asphalt 
tile, 

Walls of the building are eight 
and twelve inches thick and the 
concrete roof slab is three and 
three and one-half inches thick. 

An 18-inch air space is provid- 
ed between the ceilings and the 
roof. Insulation in the ceilings is 
furnished by four inches of min- 
|eral wool. 

Partitions which are not con- 
;crete are of plaster on top of 
/metal lath, held in place by steel 
studding. Accoustical plaster in 
the ceiling ig also applied to metal 
lath. 

ORNAMENTAL “HOOD” 

Beth interior and exterior walls 
are finished with plaster. A brush 
coat and a dash coat of plaster 
were applied to the exterior walls. 
In some parts of the exterior an 
jornamental “hood” to carry out 
|the streamline effect was added 
jabove the windows. This hood 
forms a link between the stucco 
below and painted concrete walls 
above. 

Tile is another material which 
has been used extensively through- 
out the building. Wainscoting of 
tile is found in all the corridors, 
and tile also forms the wainscot- 
ing and floors of all the wash 
| rooms. 

| All materials that went into the 
building were tested. For in-
